ively againft the Malecontents in that Kingdom ; 
and we already flarcer our felves that he will intire- 
ly bring them to Resfon the enfuing Campaign. 
Two Days ago he went heace for Ebenfort to give 
fome Orders there. 3 or 400 Recruits have pafs’d 
throug this Ciry in their Way to Hungary: And 
300 more are ftili in our Suburbs, who are forth- 
with to be fent to Effeck for che Regiment of Hei- 
fer, The Bithops of Waitzen and Bofnia arriv’d 
here the 7th of this Month; bur went from bence 
Yefterday to return to the Diet of Presbourg. Our 
Advices from thence fay, Thatthe Emperonr’s 
Plenipotentiaries there have receiv’d a Letter from 
Prince Ragoreki, the Contents of which are not yet 
known, ‘khe fame Advices add, that the Male- 
contznts, who had commi.ted fome Diferders in our 
Lines, and in the Neighbourhood of Presbourg, sre 
reir’'d towards the Rabau: But they write from 
Bula, that their Parties are continually abroad in 
thofe Parts. Icfomuch that there is no Travelling 
in that Country without danger of falling ino their 
Hands. Our Letters from Cranfylvania fay, that 
all is quiet in that Principality fince the Malecon- 
teats have been intrely driven out of it. The Em- 
perour has granted 5 Churches to the Proteftants of 
the Upper Silefia, upon Condition neverthelefs that 
s others be granted to the Roman Catholicks in 
the Places where the Proteftants can beft {pare 
them: bis Imperial Majefty in token of the fingular 
Efteem he has for the King of Sweden, is likewife 
pleas’d to grant a particular Confiftory for thefe 
five Churches, and farther Confents, that the Pro- 
tehants of that Country fhall have the Privilege 
of being imploy’d in the Minitry : Nay, "tis even 
that a free Exercife of Religion thall be efta- 
blift’d in their Favour throughout all Silefia, pro- 
Vided they will pive the Empcrour a Free-Gift of 
two Million. Our /dvices from Vienna of the 
fame Date farcher add, that Count Wratiflau bad 
acquainted Sternhoeck with the Emperour’s laft 
<\olutions concerning the Affair of Religion in 
Siletia, telling him that his Imperial Majefty ex- 
pected the King of Sweden’s final Refulution there- 
and defir’d to know farther, whether Baron 
virslenkeim, his Swedith Majefty’s Envoy, would 
come to Vienna, to compleat the determination of 
Affairs with the Minifters of the Empecrour, 
and with the Depnties of the Proteftants of Silefia, 
Who were fent for ro that purpofe.

Vienna, April 14. General Heifter infifts that the 
Emperour would give bim full Power to a@in 
Hungary as he thinks fit, without obliging him to 
write firft to the Council of War here.

States of Hungary, who have continu’d Faithful ro 
the Emperour, follicit his Imperial Majefty by the 
Cardinal cf Saxe-Zeyts, to give the Command cf 
his Army in that Kingdom to fome other General. 
The Deputies of the Diet of Presbourg have ap- 
pointed Commiffioners to inquire into the Grievan- 
ces of the Hungarians, to draw them up in Wri- 
ting, together with the Means they fhall judge 
moft proper to Redrefs them. We have receiv'd 
Advice that General Heifter with a detachment of 
Dragoons, each of whom had a Foot-Soldier bebind 
him, has driven away the Malecontents from the 
Neighbourhocd of Ebenforr, Oedenbour and Guntz, 
and fore’d them to fly towards the Rabau. We 
hear likewife that the 24th of laft Month, a De- 
tachment of regular Troops and of fome Bur- 
ghers, who Sally’d out of Alba-Regalis at break of 
Day, Surpriz’d the Malecontents who Block’d up 
that Place, kill’d many of them upon the Spot, 
took about half of them Prifoners, and put the reft 
to flight. They took likewife three Colours, and 
122 Horfes. They write from Great Waradin, 
thac Prince Ragotski, Count Carcli, and the Mi- 
nifter of the French King, who arrends them, had 
laid a Defign to poffefs themfelves of that Place, by 
caufing the Magazine of Powder to be blown up, 
and by Maffacring the Governor and his whole 
Garrifon. But that this Plot wes timely difcover'd 
by a Walachian, who was to have {ct Fire to the 
Magazine.
